He,  therefore,  planned 
a  series  of  yearbooks  in  which  detailed  consideration  was  given  to 
the  economic  phases  of  fa.rm  production  and  marketing.       In  these  arti- 
cles the  historical  side  was  given  consideration.      In  the  yearbook 
for  1921,     wheat,  corn,  beef,  and  cotton  '-'ere  considered;     in  1922, 
hogs,  dairy  products,  tobacco,  small  grains  other  than  wheat,  and 
forestry;     in  1923,  sugar,   sheep,  forage  resources,  land  utilization, 
and  land  tenure;     in  1924,     highways  and  highway  transportation, 
farm  credit,  farm  insurance  and  farm  taxation,  hay,  the  poultry 
industry,  and  weather  and  agriculture.
